He was 
cut down in his finest hout during hts 
escape by tkose fascist pigs who have 
rco regard for humanity , Following the 
example of Brother Jonathan, we will 
truety free all political prisonersI 
Comrade Carlos Marighella %oa$ a 
Brazilian revolutionary who partici- 
pated tn the first kidnapping of an 
j American ambassador in exchange for 
i political prisoners, He was ambusked 
by the fascist pigs in Brazil on No- 
vember 4, 1969 . He was 58 when he 
1 died, 

AUhnugh there was a great difference 
i in their chronological cges, Brother 
| Jonathan and Comraée Carlos t one 17 
i and the other 58, both were imited 
aroimd the idea of freedam and 
liberation . in the revolutionary tra- 
ditiem established before them, they 
both died the most wortky of deaths t 
revolutiomry suïcide. They knew the 
fascist in control woidd resori to every 
rneans to maintain their system of 
enslaving the world , Kef, with the 
banner of freedam and liberation held 
high, they moved ahead and struck a 

blow against this system of xvorld 
slavery t knowing futt welt what the con- 
sequence for revolutionary aclivüy is 
vit tory or death...

I will begin by pointing out that we 
must nol atlow the racist power 
structure to define our struggle, What 
I mean is the tangimge that we use, 
like evevyïhifig else in this society , 
is in the service of the racist f capi- 
talisi bandils. They control the edu- 
catïonal inslitutions , the news media, 
and the means of production that turn 
out all the educatiowl m iterïaL Some- 
times we are trapped by the rhetoric 
of tke slavemaster* In our 4Q0 years 
of struggle for survival it has been 
the guns and force of the slavemaster, 
manifested in the racist military ihat 
occupies our community , that dïrectty 
appresSj repreSS, brutalize, and mur- 
der us. So for us to talk abpul sur¬ 
vival we musf talk abovd self-defense 
against this brutality and murder that 
is defined by tke racist power structure 
as "justifiable homicide * 1 . S’o when a 
guerrilla unit moves against this op- 
pressive system by exevuting a pig or 
by attacking its institutwns, by any 
means - sniping, stabbing, bombing i 
etc . - in defense against the WO years 
of racist brutality, murder, and ex- 
ploitation this can only be defined 
correctly as SELF-DEFENSE. The 
slavemaster, however, through hts 
tackeys, puppets and apologists, calls 
it "terrorism * 4 , the xvork of crazed 
men, triminaï t insane killers, etc.

pigs , 

Carlos Marighellc, an urlxin guer¬ 
rilla in Brazil, who u<i$ assasstnated 
November 4 , 1969 . just one month be¬ 
fore Fred Hampton and Mark Clark ( 
says “The accasation of assaidt or 
terrorism no long er has the jejoraltvt 
(negahve) meaning tl used to ha ve.

“Today, to be an assaitanl or ter¬

So with that, 1 say this; GUERRILLA 
UNITS (self-defense groups) must be 
formed and blows must be struck 
against the slavemaster until we have 
secured our survival as a people *

ORGANIZING SELF-DEFENSE GROUPS 


Liberalism at tkïs tepel can cost the 
lives of comrades m nd/or jeopardize 
the success of an operation.

The stmggle at thls time re- 
quires no operation that can't 
be handled by four to six people, 
Also security is saerificed by en- 
larging the group.

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Within a week of hls release from 
a three year ]ail term, Huey Newton, 
Supreme Commander and Minister of 
Defense of the Black Panther Party 
gave this exclusive interview m

SECHABA: Mr, Newton, velcome back 
from jail and thank you for granting 
us this Interview. First we wouid like 
you to explain the rel ationship bet ween 
the Black Panther Party and Black 
Power move ment* 

HUEY: The Black panther 
out of the Black Power mo 
the Party transformed the Itleblogy of 
Black Power, into a socialist ideolögy, 
a Marxist-Lemnistideology.

We notice 
that in most revolutlons where 
guerrilla kind of tartte was used, the 
urban area or city w^s the last area 
to be ojvei ed, and that bases opened

Patrice Lumumba*s place inAfrican 
hïslory in ^arficuJar, and in world 
htstory in general is in several ways 
unique . Few leaders rosé to protni - 
nence s o rapidly and so dramatic al ly. 
Few leaders were murdered so cold- 
btoödedly and blatantly by agents of 
American imperialism. 

He was ar: extraordinary man. In 
meeny ways hts dynamic, driving farce 
had the same effect on the masses in 
the community of the Congo as Malxolm 
X had on the community of North 
America. The same as in the case of 
Malcoim X, oery few people realtzed 
recognized or appreciated his carcfj'ï- 
butions until after his bndal assas- 
sination, 

He was bom on July 2, 1925, the 
son of an illiterate peasanl * He was 
largely self-educated and became a 
powerfut force in the Congo* s struggte 
for independence front Belgium. He 
was the first Prime Minister of the 
Congo , His dream raas that someday 
the Congo would be ruled "not by the 
peace of guns and bayonets, bui by a 
peace of the heart and of the will*\ 
At the age of 35 years he was brutally 
murdered in his attempt fa make that 
dream a reaiity. 

The imperialist clique sawthe threat 
he presented nat only to their control 
of the Congo, hut Africa as a whole 
(if the Congo was allowed to succeéd) 
and the rest of thecommunities of Asia 
and Latin America . He was a man of 
firm principles and beliefs and would 
noi be one of their bootlickers or 
tackeys. The imperialist henchmen, 
the CIA were put into action. Bef ore 
independence various threats t dis- 
ruptions and al te mpted massacres 
occurred. llumors were circulated that 
Lumumba was a Communist and that 
the Soviet Union would take over . Moise 
Tshombe, son of one of the few 
wcatthy bustnessmen in the Congo J 
uk s more to the imperialists r choosing. 
He threatened Lumumba witk the 
secession of the province of Patanga, 


which was the most productive area 
in terms of Mining etc, 

Lumumba survived all this and 
secured independence for the Congo . 

The following are excerpts from his 
Independence Day Speech; 

*\..Together my brothers r my 

sisters, we are going to begin a new 
struggte, asublims struggte, which wilt 
lead our community to peace, pros- 
perity, and greatness* Together we are 
going to establish Social justice and 
make sure everyone has jusf 
remmeraUon for his labor. mm We are 
going to put an end to suppression of 
free thought and see to it that all 
our citizens enjoy to the fidl the 
Jundamental tiberties foreseen in the 
Deciaration of the Rfghts of man„f* 
Thai was the beginning and the 
beginning of the end of Patrice 
Lumumba . The odds against kim in- 
temally were that atthrugh the 
Congolese people emotionatly were 
ready for independence é politicaUy an 
ideotogy was missing, atso Lumumba 
allowed Belgian troops to remain in 
the Congo after independence. 

Conflicts erupted between White and 
Black sotdiers * Mutiny was every- 
where m Congolese sotdiers starled im- 
prisoning their Europeen counterparts. 


spread like wildfire. European im¬ 
migrant s starled retuming to Europe 
with stories of rapings, and killings* 
Lumumba tried to restore order , but 
in the meantime Belgian paraekutists 
had landed fl to proleet the lives of 
Belgian citizens.*' The same old im¬ 
perialist trick to protect the interests 
of the imperiaiisis. 

Tshombe arch-puppet rnoved and 
Katanga seceeded from the Hepublic 
with Tshombe as the leader . Lumumba 
made his third miscalculaiion by ap- 
pealing to the U.N. for help . Dag 
Hammerskjold, Secretary General t 
like the ever-believïng Swede thought 
he could really help. It took his " 
mysterious aircrafi disappearance and 
death for kim to realtse that justice 
did nol exist . 

U.N. troops were seni to restore 
order, but in reaiity to keep Kalanga 
protected for the imperiatists * 

The CIA also installed anotker of 
their lackeys, (this one was specially 
chosen - Andre Tulley in the book 
the CIA - the Inside Story) Mobutu 
to be Lumumba*s successor . A coup 
d r etat was cleverly planned.

rest even tkough he was allo wed to 
make visüs to various villages and 
speak wiifo the people who loved hint . 
Mobutu became enraged as he thought 
L umumba's popularity had declined r Ne 
issued a legal warrant for Lumnmba's 
arrest and with the aid of the CIA 
ïnstalled himself as the head of the 
Congotese Republic^ 

Lumumba on one of hts visits to a 
uitloge tried to escape but was brought 
back, When he u>as taken from the 
plane his hands were tied behind his 
back> his glasses without which he 
covld not see had disappeared and he 
was placed in a truck with 2 other 
companions * The humilitations and 
bi"utality perpetrated against him on 
this joumey were countless. Not onty 
was he savagely beaten, but a state¬ 
ment declaring him the legal head 
of the legüimate govemment of the 
Congo was pushed down his throat 
by one of the soldiers and he was 
forced to eat this. 

He was placed in confinement at 
Camp Ilardy with heavy security . On 
January 17 , a pig from the Security 
Police disguisedas anordinary civilian 
went into Lumumba*s eelt informing 
him that the people had mutinied and 
needed him back. Lumumba beheved 
and walked into a deaih trap. 

He was laken in a DC-4 commercial

on board and forced to fly to Katanga. 
During the flight he was bndaüy 
tortured , He landed in Katanga and 
from that point various versims ofwhat 
kappened to Patrice Lumumba exist 
i mtil today . Stories aflet stories were 
issued concetming his death on various 
dates. However , points to the 

fact that on the night of January 17, 
after his arrival he wös fatally shot 
by Tshombe, 

Until today his body hos not been 
recovered , One of the most blatant 
and bndal acts of the CIA spear- 
headed by the imperialists umsall o wed 
to go tmavenged. By liberating North 
America and m the reality of inter- 
communalism we mll therefore 
liberale the Congo and Lumumba*s 
death will at last be avenged . His 
dream will be a reality * He was one 
of the greatest leaders the African 
community ever had and with deep 
reverence the Black Panther Party 
pays IribiUe to his memory on this 
the anniversary of his assassination.
